routine air defense mission. 


Officials said there was no 


indication the plane was in trou- 
ble when contact was lost. First 
word of a possible crash came 
by radio from a small fishing 
vessel. 


Hurtled Through Fog 


A massive search was organ- 


ized immediately after the fish- 
ing vessel reported seeing a 
plane hurtle through the fog into 
the rough seas. 


Rescue planes from Labrador 


and Bermuda and other Atlantic 
bases swarmed over the area, 
seeking the lost craft.

One of the most important aspects of 


Tuesday's election results was the evidence 
that the two-party system is not gasping 
out its last breath as it appeared to be 
doing two years ago. The resurgence of the 
Republican Party — with some impressive 
new young leadership — is extremely 
healthy for the status of politics in the 
United States and for the country as a 
whole. This is true for both Republicans 
and Democrats. 


The reasons for the Republican wins 


will be widely debated. Certainly they 
were is part 2 reaction to the over^helin- 
ing power of the Johnson Administration 
and the almost arrogant way that power 
has been wielded.

The victories by 
comfortable and sometimes overwhelming 
margins of such well known Republicans as 
George Romney, Nelson Rockefeller, John 
Love and Mark Hatfield were matched by 
those of the relative newcomers to the 
higher levels of politics — Charles Percy,

In the 1880s, loggers made the 


transition from oxen to horses, 
and the system of running logs 
downriver was "refined little by 
little," according
